OUTCOME OF BOOZE HEARINGS 


The result* of the liq uor hearings at Washington, 
from the wet standpoint, must be considered disap­ 
pointing. 
They have not gained what they sought. 
In spite of the deluge of evidence they submitted, 
most of the benefit of the hearings seems to have 
accrued to the drys. 
The wets forced the hearings and largely deter­ 
mined their character. They submitted a vast amount 
of testimony discreditable to prohibition enforcement, 
but not much discreditable to prohibition m principle, 


as a national policy.

made no plea for whisk y or gin, and none for the sa­
